THE LIBERTY COLLECTION, PART IV 

This is a consignment of just three Colonial coins. Each is exceptional for its grade. The "star" 
of the consignment is an important Immune Columbia piece struck in silver with vertical edge 
reeding. Long absent from collectors' eyes, the coin was cataloged as part of the Loye Lauder Sale 
(William Doyle Galleries, 12/1983), although it was withdrawn from that auction and has remained 
absent from any auction appearance until now. It is a lovely near-Mint State example, a leading 
candidate for the finest-known among these famous Immune Columbia patterns, graded 
AU58 PCGS. 

THE G.M. SIMON COLLECTION 

Gary M. Simon is proof-positive of the persistent allure of numismatics, which can lay dormant 
throughout a number of years before returning with passion. Mr. Simon had an early interest 
in coins, starting at age 13 or so until other interests, education, and an ambitious career took 
precedence. Combining an MBA in Finance from Oklahoma State with positions at the USAF, 
Arthur Andersen Consulting, a stint as Controller at Schlumberger, and later as founder and CEO 
of a business software company for 25 years, Gary did not return to coins until his early 60's.

A dozen 1794 halves from the remarkable collection of Terry Brand include nine Premier Session examples 
in collector grades ranging from Good 4 to Fine 15. All are the Overton 101 or 101a varieties, except for an 
0-104 and three 0-105 coins. 


THE CARNTON COLLECTION, PART II 

This previous consignor displays a keen sense of quality and eye appeal, first exemplified by a fine set of 
Mercury dimes in our 2012 Central States auction. He returns with an outstanding consignment of type 
coins in both circulation strike and proof formats. Three notable PCGS Registry Sets are included in the 
consignment: The #5 All-Time Shield Nickels Basic Set, Proof (1866-1883), the #5 All-Time Liberty Nickels 
Basic Set, Proof (1883-1912), and the #6 All-Time Liberty Nickels Basic Set, Circulation Strikes (1866-1883).

Noe-33, Pleasing Example 


16001 1662 Oak Tree Twopence, Small 2, VF35 PCGS. Noe-31, 
W-240, Salmon 1-A, High R.6. A horizontal die break runs across 
the top of the 2, and the second 6 in the date is weak but present. 
The Oak Tree twopence is the only such denomination in the 
Massachusetts silver coinage series and the only one with the 1662 
date. Deep steel-gray tones cover moderately granular surfaces with 
visible central motifs. The outer legends are partly readable but 
slightly cut-off by an off-center strike. A very rare type. Listed on 
page 40 of the 2018 Guide Book.

Struck from the early die state of the recut reverse die used for 
Noe-33 and 34. Often Noe-32 is misaligned on the obverse, yet 
this example is well-centered. A small area of corrosion at the 
central obverse and moderate overall granularity accounts for 
the assigned net grade, yet some pleasing iridescence remains on 
the medium-toned surfaces. Listed on page 40 of the 2018 Guide 
Book. 


16005 1652 Pine Tree Sixpence, Pellets at Trunk, VF20 PCGS. Noe- 
33, W-670, Salmon 2-B, R.3. As usual for Noe 33, the obverse 
die is displaced to the northwest, crowding the legend partially off 
the flan between 10 and 1 o’clock. Similarly, the reverse lettering is 
slightly off the flan at the lower right because the planchet is a bit 
out-of-round. Deep grayish-blue patina covers the smooth surfaces 
and contrasts with the raised devices, which are silver-gray. Nicely 
defined for the grade, with only a slight wave in the planchet from 
the rocker press.

An interesting transitional piece 
for the die state specialist. The obverse is canted upward, which is 
a characteristic of the early state known as Noe 33 (Salmon 2-B). 
The reverse, however, shows an advanced die crack between 1 and 
6 that is generally found with the later state Noe-33 a (Salmon 
2*-B), which is usually encountered with a realigned obverse. This 
is a well-struck and accurately graded piece with good coloration 
and little in the way of problems.

Damage — PCGS Genuine. Fine Detail. Numerous scrapes and 
cuts obscure much of the obverse detail, while the reverse is more 
clearly defined with tall numerals 652 in the well-centered date. 
Struck on an undulating planchet, this slate-gray example retains 
a generous measure of sharpness and glossiness despite the noted 
damage, most of it on the reverse.

The current coin is sharply struck and satiny with hints of silvery 
luster atop the chestnut-brown patina. A lone spot in reverse field 
near the ER is a reliable pedigree marker.

The origin of the Rhode 
Island Ship token is thought to be either Dutch or English, and the 
ambiguity of its meaning has long eluded numismatists. Some argue 
it satirizes the American retreat on August 30, 1778, others argue 
it is a commentary on the British evacuating Rhode Island just one 
year later in October 1779, while others still claim both messages 
are accurate. The purpose of these medals as propaganda pieces, 
whether pro-British or pro-American, remains fertile ground for 
further research. This Choice AU Betts medal has deep glossy 
brown surfaces with a trace of wear over the highest points. Razor- 
sharp and free of distracting abrasions.

An ideal representative of the Ryder 4-C variety for 
the specialist and an equally excellent selection for Massachusetts 
half cent type.

Ryder 4-C, Glossy and Razor-Sharp 


Ryder 4-C, 
W-5940, R.2. The arrowhead touches the Indian’s kilt, and 78 in 
the date are closely spaced. This glossy brown Massachusetts half 
cent features razor-sharp detail on the central motifs and legends. 
Each side is void of mentionable marks, and the eye appeal is 
undeniably impressive. Rarely seen finer. Listed on page 61 of the 
2018 Guide Book.

The prominent 
die crack across the upper reverse is plain. Uneven wear weakens 
portions of the peripheries, although the central devices remain 
boldly outlined.

The stars are close to the portrait 
and a diagnostic die crack shows from the rim above the head to 
the rim at R in AUCTORI, identifying the RR-29 variety. The 
slightly glossy chocolate-brown surfaces of this VG10 specimen 
show light porosity in a few areas and the design is weak at the 
centers. The peripheral legends are bold, but the date is partly off 
the planchet.

The central 
reverse is poorly defined due to die fatigue, although the legend 
and the date are readable. Deeply toned, granular surfaces exhibit a 
refreshing reddish hue on the reverse. 

16015 1787 Fugio Cent, Club Rays, Rounded Ends, VF35 PCGS. N. 
4-E, W-6685, R.3. The ray is close to the cinquefoil near 1 of 
the date, and O is above the second S in BUSINESS. The words 
WE ARE ONE are punched deeply into the die. This is a generally 
smooth, walnut-brown example with tan toning on the raised 
devices. Some small areas of patchy corrosion exists on both sides. 
An important representative of the Club Rays type, listed on page

16016 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays, XF45 NGC.

This lightly 
circulated type coin displays original chocolate-brown surfaces and 
outstanding eye appeal for the grade.

The design elements remain bold with 
slight high-point blending. Deep steel-gray patina blankets each 
side. The faint outline of a plug appears just right of the 3 in the 
date, but it is not overly offensive. 

16022 1783 Chalmers Shilling, Long Worm VG10 PCGS. Breen-1012, 
W-l790, R.4. Unusually heavy wear affects the right side of both 
the obverse and reverse of this Long Worm shilling, an issue which 
is known for uneven planchet thicknesses and localized weakness. 
Pleasing silver-gray surfaces are sharply defined on the “thin” side 
of the coin. The surfaces are show only a few light marks overall.

A small tine off the 
upper-left edge of the 12th bar confirms the authenticity of this bar 
copper, a colonial issue of mysterious origin. Supposedly, the coins 
were struck by Thomas Wyon in Birmingham, England in 1785 and 
modeled after Revolutionary War buttons. Granular surfaces are 
somewhat corroded, but the remaining design details makes this 
a great candidate for a colonial type set. Listed on page 76 of the 
2018 Guide Book.

Fuld-1, 
W-8620, R.l. The Whitman Colonial Encyclopedia states “often 
prooflike (sometimes called Proof).” The surfaces of this coin, 
however, make a convincing case for this piece as a proof. The 
fields are deeply mirrored, and the reflectivity greatly enhances 
the iridescent lilac, brown, and red color seen over each side. The 
devices are fully struck.

The obverse is 
dated 1794, and the stork side is dated 1793. The piece displays 
an excellent strike and semiprooflike fields. Coppery-orange luster 
clings to the protected regions, while the interiors show olive, 
burgundy, and auburn toning. A pair of carbon spots at the stork’s 
feet are the only distraction. PCGS# 580682 Base PCGS# 974 

16026 1791 Washington Large Eagle Cent AU58 PCGS. Baker-15, 
W-10610, Musante GW-15, R.2. Copper, 30 mm, lettered edge. 
This well-struck piece shows some satiny luster in the protected 
portions of the fields with a blend of burgundy and chestnut-brown 
toning overall. No imperfections are observed. Listed on page 83 of 
the 2018 Guide Book.

This is a pleasing near-Mint example, richly toned in 
walnut-brown shades with glossy surfaces and deep-blue overtones. 
Smooth wear above the ear and at the eagle’s head determines 
the assigned grade.

This well-worn example struck in white 
metal retains largely readable legends and clear outlines with little 
interior detail.

Genuine. Fine Details. Manley Die State 1.0, without the defect 
above the 7 and with clash marks between the hair and cap. This 
olive-brown first-year half cent retains visible legends and good 
portrait detail. The surfaces are corroded, and the planchet is 
cracked diagonally from about 6 o’clock to 9 o’clock on the obverse.

16032 1794 Normal Head, C-3a, B-5b, R.5, VF25 PCGS. Manley 
Die State 2.0. Die cracks appear under the chin, and a die bulge 
occurs right of the 4. This rare Small Edge Letters half cent is 
chocolate-brown with moderate granularity in the fields. The 
devices maintain bold detail despite having spent a fair amount of 
time in circulation. A few thin scratches are noted on the obverse.

Moderate granularity over each side is a familiar sight on early 
half cents. This piece also has a prominent reverse rim nick at 12 
o’clock that denies a numeric grade from PCGS. Our EAC grade 
Fine 12. 


160341794 High Relief Head, C-9, B-9, R.2 — Environmental 
Damage — PCGS Genuine. XF Details. Manley Die State 3. 
The coin is well-detailed and shows little wear. The reverse is 
deep chocolate-brown in color with scattered pitting along the 
right-hand margin that denies a numeric grade; a small spot is 
also seen at the U in UNITED. The obverse is the same color and 
largely smooth. However, a peculiar area of granularity stretches 
along a sharp line from the tip of the cap to the rim above the TY 
in LIBERTY, and spills over the upper-left edge of the planchet. 
Possibly an odd planchet flaw, although we encourage bidders 
to examine the coin in person and make a determination as to 
what they believe caused this oddity. There is also an old mark on 
Liberty’s temple. Our EAC grade Fine 15.

Reeded Edge, 13 Stars, W-1985, R.7, AU58 PCGS. The silver 
Immune Columbia patterns rank among the most interesting 
post-Colonial, pre-federal issues. Not only are they rare, but they 
played an important role in a high-stakes attempt to gain a coinage 
contract from the Continental Congress prior to the establishment 
of a federal Mint and coinage system. 

The Immune Columbia pieces owe their existence to the 
combined efforts of Gouverneur Morris, Robert Morris (no 
relation), and Benjamin Dudley, who wanted to establish a mint 
in Philadelphia and implement a decimal coinage system based on 
the dollar and the cent. The trio believed they had an inside track 
to gain the potentially lucrative contract, since the decimal system 
was favored by Thomas Jefferson, and Gouverneur Morris was a 
strong advocate and supporter of George Washington. 

Other powerful forces were at work, and ultimately the Morris- 
Dudley proposal was not accepted by Congress. Gouverneur Morris 
(still in partnership with Robert Morris) then took one of their 
early copper patterns to Wynns’ mint in England, and contracted 
for the design and mintage of Nova Constellatio coppers. It is 
likely that the silver Immune Columbia patterns were struck in 
1785 as well, since the obverse die is common to the 1785 Nova 
Constellatio copper Crosby 3-B, in an earlier die state. Whether 
the silver patterns were actually struck in England or in the United 
States is open for debate. 

Three edge varieties are known for the silver pieces. Both 
diagonal and vertical reeded edges exist, and at least one Plain 
Edge silver pattern is known as well. The present piece is a Vertical 
Reeded Edge example, although it historically has been classified 
as a Plain Edge coin. Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia may be in part 
responsible for the misunderstanding, where he describes the 
Lauder specimen as having a plain edge, “plugged, withdrawn.” 
He is incorrect on two counts — the edges show lightly impressed 
vertical reeds (it is not a Plain Edge pattern), and most importantly, 
there is no evidence of a plugged hole anywhere on the coin. 
Perhaps the edge reeding prompted its withdrawal from the Loye 
L. Lauder Collection (William Doyle Galleries, 12/1983) as lot 
191, or, it may have been a question of the coin’s authenticity. 
Both of those factors are put to rest with the present coin’s PCGS 
encapsulation. 

The surfaces of this exceptional near-Mint example are glossy 
and lightly iridescent. Attractive gunmetal-gray and blue shades 
prevail over the sharply defined surfaces. All of the Immune 
Columbia silver patterns are slightly incomplete in strike on the 
highest points of the obverse — knee, arm, and hand — yet this 
piece is sharper than (for example) the AU55 NGC Garrett/Ford/ 
Partrick coin and other well-known pieces. 

We believe between 13 and 15 silver patterns exist (all edge 
varieties combined). They have been eagerly collected from the 
hobby’s early days by Colonial specialists and advanced collectors 
including Virgil Brand, Garrett, Roper, Picker, Robison, Oechsner, 
Norweb, and Lauder. Most specimens lay claim to lengthy and 
distinguished pedigrees. The silver Immune Columbia pieces are 
listed on page 57 of the 2018 Guide Book. This is the finest-certified 
example at either service (9/17).

Any roster of high-grade Eagle 
Right Excelsior coppers must include this incredibly Choice XF 
example. Glossy, deep-chocolate surfaces are perfectly balanced 
side-to-side, untouched by any significant abrasions or marks and 
only the merest hint of granularity that hugs the raised elements, 
visible with a strong lens. The central definition on both sides 
suggests an even finer grade. John Bailey and Ephraim Brasher, New 
York neighbors and highly successful metalsmiths, independently 
sought contracts from the New York State legislature to manufacture 
copper coins. In actuality, they were most likely working together. 

This is the New York Arms type of Excelsior copper, both 
eagles facing right. In light, the deeply toned surfaces display 
hints of burgundy that enrich the original, attractive patina.

Rare, Historic Early Pattern

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166081792 One Cent, Judd-1, Pollock-1, High R.6 — Plug Replaced, Repaired, Scratched — NGC Details. VG. (3.9 g).Although the famous 
1792 half dismes were struck earlier, in Philadelphia saw-maker John Harper’s cellar, the 1792 Silver Center cents were probably the first coins 
struck inside the confines of the Philadelphia Mint. The Mint Act of 1792 specified the cent should contain 264 grains of pure copper, but it was 
felt a coin of that size would be too large and unwieldy for practical use. The Silver Center cent was an ingenious attempt to produce a coin with 
the intrinsic value of one cent in a more manageable size. The proposed cent consisted of a copper planchet worth 1/4 of a cent, with a small 
hole in the center in which a silver plug worth 3/4 of a cent was inserted. When the coins were struck, the silver plug would flatten and spread 
out on both sides, resulting in a secure bond with the host copper planchet, creating the nation’s first bimetallic coin. The coins were struck in 
early December of 1792, as evidenced by Thomas Jefferson’s December 18, 1792-dated letter to President George Washington: 

“Th. Jefferson has the honor to send the President two cents made on Voigt’s plan by putting a silver plug worth 3 4 of a cent into a copper 
worth 4 of a cent. Mr. Rittenhouse is about to make a few by mixing the same plug by fusion with the same quantity of copper. He will then 
make of copper alone of the same size, and lastly he will make the real cent as ordered by Congress, four times as big.” 


While Chief Coiner Henry Voigt was probably responsible for the actual design of the coin, the innovative bimetallic concept was originally 
suggested by famous patriot and author Thomas Paine (see 1792: Birth of a Nations Coinage , by Len Augsburger, Joel Orosz, and Pete Smith, for 
the definitive origin story). Unfortunately, the multi-step production process for the Silver Center cent proved too complicated for high-speed 
coinage operations, and the design was deemed impractical. Only a limited number of specimens were actually struck, to illustrate the concept 
to VIP’s and congressmen. A total of 14 examples are known today, along with a single copper specimen that was struck without the plug in the 
center. 

The history of the present coin can only be traced back to 2006, when it surfaced in a Modesto, California Police Department auction of 
unclaimed property. The value of the coin went unrecognized in that non-numismatic event, and a lucky collector from Northern California 
secured the lot for a mere $400. It was later submitted to AN ACS for certification, where it received a VG10 Details grade. The dark olive- 
brown surfaces of this coin are smooth, not granular, with no planchet voids. However, both sides show a number of long file marks that explain 
the Details grade. The date and about half of the obverse legend remain legible, and the bust is complete in outline, with some interior detail 
still intact. The reverse peripheral legend remains bold, but much of the central design detail has been effaced by the filing. No design details 
can be discerned on either side of the plug, which is also heavily filed. One possible prior appearance of this piece is known in the literature. Lot 
209 of the H.G. Brown Collection (Lyman Low, 10/1904) reads: 

“Silver Center Cent, 1792. LIBERTY PARENT OF SCIENCE & INDUSTRY: Head r. R Type of the wreath Cent of 1793. The centre has 
been abused, probably when reinstating the small silver piece, otherwise good. Extremely rare.” 


Low’s description certainly fits this coin well, but a definitive link to the present specimen cannot be established. Auction sales of comparable 
examples include the Fine 15 PCGS example sold by American Numismatic Rarities in 2006 for $253,000 and the VF30 NGC specimen offered 
by Heritage Auctions in 2012, which brought $305,500. The unique copper specimen struck with no silver plug (MS62 Red and Brown NGC) was 
sold in lot 5502 of the Donald G. Partrick Collection (Heritage Auctions, 1/2015), where it realized $446,500. 

Unfortunately, when Heritage numismatists examined this coin, the lack of detail on the silver plug caused concern. It was decided to have 
the piece recertified by NGC, to maximize collector confidence and interest. In their initial investigation, the NGC graders determined that the 
“silver” plug was magnetic (apparently, AN ACS failed to perform this simple test when they certified it in 2008). Elemental analysis revealed the 
plug is actually ferrous alloy (iron). The copper planchet is undoubtedly genuine, however. Colonial specialists and prominent numismatists Alan 
Weinberg, John Kraljevich, Ken Bressett, Julian Leidman, and Tony Terranova all examined this piece in November of 2008 and believed the 
copper planchet was authentic, but they had no way to test the composition of the plug. The silver plug was probably removed from the coin at 
an early date, before there was any numismatic market for rare coins in this country. The copper planchet was then carried as a pocket piece for 
some time. After coin collecting became widespread in the late 1850s, some enterprising coin doctor must have substituted the ferrous alloy plug 
to restore the coin’s original appearance, if not its original composition. The noted scratches probably occurred when the plug was replaced, as the 
protruding plug would have to be filed down to the level of the copper planchet. The appearance is not unlike some early silver dollars that were 
holed, plugged, and filed to adjust their weight. 

The Silver Center cent occupies a unique place in American numismatics, as one of the first products of the United States Mint and the 
precursor of the small-size cents we are so familiar with today. The coin offered here is one of only 14 survivors from the small early issue and this 
offering represents an important opportunity for some lucky collector to acquire a rare and valuable piece of numismatic history. Coin World article 
and ANACS certification tab accompanies the lot.

The significance of the 1793 Chain cent is welhknown 
to collectors, but Breen summarized it well in his Encyclopedia 
of United States Large Cents, writing: “They are the first mass 
production coins in any metal issued by the federal government on 
its own machinery, and within its own premises. For all practical 
purposes, these are the first regular issue United States coins.” 
Some 36,108 Chain cents, including all varieties, were reportedly 
struck, probably in March 1793. The reverse design was quickly 
denounced for invoking a symbol of slavery, though its intent was 
undoubtedly to signify the unity and strength of a young nation. 
Later in the year, a more traditional, less provocative wreath motif 
was employed. 

Most collectors would be delighted to obtain any 1793 Chain 
cent for their sets, and indeed welhworn examples without virtually 
any design detail can sell for thousands of dollars. This impressive 
XF representative is boldly defined with clear portrait detail, strong 
legends, and razor-sharp chains. Olive-brown surfaces show signs 
of smoothing and reengraving, but the effect does not diminish 
the appeal or importance of the coin offered here. Our EAC grade 
Good 6.

The recent publication 
of Birth of a Nations Coinage by Smith, Orosz, and Augsburger 
has done much to separate fact from fiction as it pertains to the 
production of the 1792 coinage. Certain clarifications include: 


• Thomas Jefferson likely delivered Spanish colonial silver coins 
for striking the half dismes. 

• Sawmaker John Harper provided a facility for striking 
half dismes. The property was located at the corner of North 
Sixth and Cherry streets, one and a half blocks from the 
Mint site. 

• A total of 1,500 half dismes were struck. 

• There is evidence to suggest two striking periods for the 1792 
half dismes. The first was between July 11 and 13. The second was 
reportedly October 9, 1792. 

• There is no record of Washington receiving any half dismes from 
Jefferson when they met on September 30 or October 1, 1792. 
There is no evidence Washington handed coins out to foreign 
dignitaries. 

• Jefferson paid out about 55 half dismes between July 19 and July 
22 on his way to Monticello. 


The authors provide a census of 169 1792 half dimes. We are 
unable to match this piece with any of the listings. Smooth surfaces 
feature a clear portrait and readable legends on each side. The 
eagle’s right (facing) wing is typically soft. Light olive and antique- 
gold patina adorns the rims.

The rarer 
of the two 1796 varieties, Browning-1 is attributed by a low 6 in 
the date, a lump between the 9 and the dentil, the date not equally 
spaced. The 7 and 9 are too close, the lower right star almost touches 
the drapery, and the upright of E in LIBERTY is centered over the 
curl. Both varieties share the same reverse. The late state of the 
reverse die indicates Browning-2 was struck first, then Browning-1. 

The quarter dollar was issued on an irregular basis during the 
early years of the Mint. Coinage was low in some years, while 
others saw no production at all. The early Mint lacked a bullion 
fund to purchase silver, and processed each bullion deposit in the 
order it was received according to the wishes of the depositor. 
Usually, the depositor specified the denomination desired, and the 
needs of commerce were secondary. Steve Tompkins writes in his 
treatise Early United States Quarters, 1796-1838: 

“There was a glut of Spanish colonial silver 2 reales already 
in circulation. Many of these pieces even being very worn, 
traded at par, so the need was small for new coins of the quarter 
denomination. Consequently, few depositors wished to have 
their deposits returned in quarter dollars.” 

Tompkins continues: 

“In fact, the new quarter denomination was not only unneeded, 
it was in all probability unwanted as well. Due to the lack of a 
denomination stated on the coin, the public even had trouble 
knowing what it was worth and how to use it for making change 
in daily commerce.” 


Just 6,146 pieces were struck in 1796. Medium intensity golden- 
gray patination in the fields offers deep-blue accents and frames 
light-gray central motifs. The design elements are well-defined, 
and the dentils are bold. Both sides are remarkably clean for a 
coin having experienced some circulation, and both are devoid of 
adjustment marks. In summary, this Choice XF piece is strong for 
the grade and is a wonderful addition for an advanced type or date 
collector.

(B-3, 11, and 9), the first three 1795 silver dollar varieties coined, 
according to the Bowers Encyclopedia of United States Silver Dollars 
1794-1804 . After the present variety was minted, the reverse was 
used for B-4, BB-14. 

The Notable Specimens section of the current (2013) Bowers 
reference is not an official Condition Census, nor was it meant to 
be. Much of the information was compiled in the early 1990s as 
part of the two-volume Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United 
States, A Complete Encyclopedia. Together, these two references are 
still the only published source of census information about the early 
dollars. The finest piece listed in the 1993 Bowers & Borckardt 
Notable Specimens was an MS63 Auction ‘90 specimen, except 
that is actually a B-13 (BB-24) dollar. 

Today, we know that the Cardinal Collection included an 
AU58 PCGS specimen in 2005, and the catalogers at that time 
felt it was the finest known. Another AU58 example (certified 
by NGC) appeared in our ANA Signature auction of July, 2005. 
Other notable coins include an AU55 appearing in the 1987 
Bowers and Merena sale of the Saunders Collection, and the 
AU55 Hesselgesser specimen. Another high-grade piece includes 
the Atwater specimen, a Mint State coin with heavy planchet 
lamination defects. Thereafter, about a dozen XF pieces exist. 

The present MS62 NGC dollar is, in our opinion, the finest 
known B-9, BB-13 silver dollar, clearly finer than any of the above- 
listed candidates. This lovely dollar has light silver-gray surfaces 
with full frosty mint luster beneath wisps of champagne toning. 
Faint adjustment marks at the central obverse cause strike weakness 
at the central reverse.

The coin offered here is an emphatic exception to this rule, 
with intricate detail evident on the hair strands above Liberty’s 
ear and sharp definition on the eagle’s breast. It would be difficult 
to find a coin with a better strike, even among the proofs of 1898, 
which are noted for their high quality. The small circulation^ 
strike mintage of silver dollars from the Philadelphia Mint in 1893

In the 1920s, and in some regions even 
earlier, gold coinage had largely become absent from circulation, 
replaced by gold certificates and federal reserve notes after the 
establishment of the Federal Reserve System in 1913. Continued 
coinage of physical gold was largely intended as backing for the 
paper substitute, as well as for trade and circulation in banks. As 
such, large denomination double eagles were the production of 
choice. Half eagles were last coined at Philadelphia in 1915, and 
in San Francisco in 1916. A rather healthy restart of half eagle 
coinage in 1929 amounted to 662,000 coins, although almost none 
of these coins ever reached the general public. The widespread 
destruction of gold coins in the mid-1930s following a recall order 
from President Roosevelt turned the high-mintage final-year issue 
of the Indian half eagle series into one of the most sought-after gold 
rarities of the 20th century. 

The typical surviving 1929 half eagle is Mint State, as one would 
expect for an issue that experienced almost no active circulation. 
Although frequently offered at auction, high-grade examples of this 
issue never fail to draw strong bidding and collector interest. The 
present coin stands out from its peers with frosty, original luster 
that shows a blend of champagne and orange-gold hues, with wisps 
of lavender throughout. The lower headdress feathers show minor 
softness, and a few small marks determine the grade. Eye appeal 
is outstanding.

Two varieties 
of 1798 Capped Bust Right eagles are known to numismatists today, 
both struck from 1797 obverse dies that were overdated with the 
later date. The reverse die is believed to be one of three created by 
John Smith Gardner in 1796. The present coin represents the BD-1 
variety, easily recognized by the 9x4 obverse star pattern. The 2018 
Guide Book reports the mintage of the BD-1 variety as 900 pieces, 
but other sources believe as many as 1,600 examples may have been 
struck. Die state evidence indicates this issue was actually struck 
before some of the 1797 dated eagles, further confusing the issue. 
The BD-1 is certainly a scarce variety today, with John Dannreuther 
estimating a surviving population of 80-100 pieces in all grades. 

As a general rule, collecting large denomination gold coins did 
not become popular until the 1930s, but the early eagles are an 
exception to this axiom. The historical importance of these early 
issues, and the short length of the series (1795-1804) tempted 
many early numismatists to include them in their collections. 
The 1798/7 was prized as a date, and the two separate varieties 
were quickly recognized by early catalogers. In Lot 851 of the 
Randall Collection (Woodward, 6/1885), the cataloger noted: 

“1798 No. 5; die altered from 1797; 13 stars, 4 of which are 

facing; splendid proof, one of the rarest of the eagles.”

(down from 116 pieces the year before). The lower mintage 
was a reflection of the shrinking collector demand for proofs, 
brought on by dissatisfaction with the dark matte finish used on 
proof issues in 1908. In an effort to make the gold proofs more 
appealing, the Mint modified the finish to produce a satiny, 
semireflective surface that was called the “Bright” finish by 
contemporary numismatists, according to Roger W. Burdette 
(also known as the Roman Gold finish to later collectors). 
Unfortunately, the new proof format was not enthusiastically 
received and sales continued to stagnate or drop in following 
years. Prominent collector William H. Woodin, who would 
become Secretary of the Treasury in the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
administration, complained: 

“I am surprised at the statement that the dull finish of the 
gold proof coins was objected to by many collectors. If any 
collectors objected to this finish it was because they did not 
understand that the St. Gaudens [sic] designs are not adapted 
to the production of polished proofs. The present proofs of the 
St. Gaudens designs and of the Pratt designs are simply rotten. I 
know of no other word to express it.” 


Even so, enough proof eagles were distributed in 1909 to make 
the issue one of the more available dates in today’s market, and it is 
likely that 40-60 specimens survive in all grades. 

The present coin is a spectacular Gem, with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and no mentionable distractions.

A fairly generous mintage of 124 proof Liberty double eagles was accomplished in 1900, a large 
production total in the context of the series, but a small supply in absolute terms. Most of the coins were issued in gold proof sets, but a few 
individual specimens were produced, as well. The survival rate was slightly below average for gold proofs of this era, as somewhat less than 50% 
of the mintage can be accounted for today, and a number of coins are known in impaired condition. Still, the number of extant specimens is 
larger than for most years. Garrett and Guth, writing in their Encyclopedia of US. Gold Coins, 1795-1933 (2006), had the following comments 
about the issue: 

“Although the number of coins known for this date is relatively high for a Proof Liberty Head double eagle, many are impaired or otherwise 
damaged. There are probably around 50 examples known in all levels of preservation.” 


The gold proof sets began appearing at auction at an early date, but proof gold brought only small premiums in the early 20th century. The 
complete 1900 gold proof set in lot 360 of the David S. Wilson Collection (S.H. Chapman, 3/1907) realized only $50, to John Zug. This was 
certainly not a tremendous return on the $37.50 face value of the coins, plus auction fees, but it was a better result than many others in that era. 
Some early collectors, or their descendants, simply spent their proof gold coins for face value during hard financial times. Most gold proof sets of this 
era were broken up long ago, but a few survived intact until recent times. Of course, all U.S. gold became much more valuable after the Gold Recall 
of 1933, and proof double eagles are among the hottest segments of the market today. The last time the present coin appeared at auction, in lot 1761 
of the Mid-Winter ANA Convention Auction (Heritage, 3/2008), it realized a record price of $143,750. 

The coin remains an extremely impressive representative that is unmatched for overall quality at either of the major grading services. As of 
August 2017, this is the sole example to be certified as PR66+ Ultra Cameo by NGC, with none finer. PCGS has graded no 1900 Deep Cameo 
proof finer than PR65. The two services combine to certify three PR67 Cameo examples (one at PCGS, two at NGC), but they are not comparable 
in contrast or mirroring to this stunning coin. 

In truth, it would be difficult to overstate the eye appeal of this magnificent Plus-graded Premium Gem. At arm’s length it presents a stark 
gold-on-black appearance, as the intensely reflective fields provide an impressive backdrop for the fully frosted devices. Closer inspection under 
low magnification reveals that all of the design elements have been reproduced with razor-sharp precision, including the finer details of Liberty’s 
hair and the sometimes incomplete lower details of the eagle. Also noteworthy is the cleanliness of the impeccably preserved surfaces, both on the 
obverse and the reverse. 

This is truly a remarkable coin that seems virtually unimprovable, and would enhance the overall standing of any advanced collection or 
Registry Set of proof gold coinage.

OCTOBER 10, 1851. Maungwudaus, also known as George Henry, 
was born around 1811 on the northwest shore of Lake Ontario. 
We were unable to find a date of death, but the last published 
mention of him was in 1877 when he participated in a canoe 
race, finishing second. He was one of eight children born to Sarah 
Henry and Chief Mesquacosy. Sarah was the first Mississauga 
woman to be baptized a Methodist. Maungwudaus and several 
other Indians formed a dance troupe and performed in northeast 
America, and then traveled to London, Paris, Dublin, Glasgow, 
and Edinburgh. Several members of the troupe died from smallpox 
while on this European trip. 

The medal is silver and holed at the top for suspension, the 
oval loop still remains. The medal has numerous scuffs and 
abrasions, as one would expect for an authentic Peace Medal that 
was worn. It is also slightly bent. Beginning with Fillmore, Peace 
Medals changed the reverse from the previous PEACE AND 
FRIENDSHIP handshake design to the more instructive LABOR 
VIRTUE HONOR motif. This radical departure featured a settler 
pointing to an oversized U.S. flag instructing the Native American 
about the virtues of civilization. As Julian wryly notes: “The raging 
Indian wars of the past century would seem to show that not all 
got the message.” Engraved by Salathiel Ellis (obverse) and Joseph 
Willson (reverse). Precise numbers are elusive of the Fillmore 
medal. Prucha states 119 large (76 mm) and 162 small (62 mm) 
were produced. Of these, 25 large and 40 small were melted for use 
in the Franklin Pierce medals.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not 
paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers 
any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other 
collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such 
attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate 
of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the 
lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent 
hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the 
Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other 
property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction 
invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien 
rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform 
Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer).

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers website 
HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine purchases from 
other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped in a commercially 
reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees is received or credit 
extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and Handling charges related to 
shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration 
value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and Auctioneer shall use the 
correct harmonized code for the lot.

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges 
the Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage 
until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneers file, this is the 
“Secure Location”. A common carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; if the client has 
a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer 
shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers and other transportation vendors on your behalf.

b. Auctioneers Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for 3 A of 
1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 

c. Auctioneers Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneers liability 
for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure Location, 
and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained loss or 
damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy-two (72) 
hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the lesser of 
actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable for 
consequential or punitive damages. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange 
pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. Failure 
to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to storage and 
moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5.00 
daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is not removed within 
ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or moving fees, including 
a 10% Seller’s Commission.
